The  entire  population  turned 
out  for  the  launching  of  the  iirst  atomic  rocketship  destined  for  Mars.  I  believe 
that  everyone  and  his  brother  were  present  as  the  switch  was  pulled  and  the  ship 
ascended  into  the  wild  blue  yonder.
